TWO HUNDRED AND TWENTY 
BUSHELS OF CORN TO ACRE 
In answer to an inquiry as to how 
one man raised 226 bushels of corn 
to the acre, the grower, J. F. Batts 
of Garner, N. C., says: 
In reply to your request 
that 
I 
write a letter about how’ I produced 
226 2-3 bushels of shelled corn on 
one acre, I will say in the first 
place that I planted the acre and had 
the corn gathered under the rules 
and regulations of a contest conduct­ 
ed under the auspices of the North 
Carolina departm ent of agriculture. 
Tt\e official report is, therefore, on 
file; and with the affidavits of disin­ 
terested witnesses, proving the act­ 
ual measure of 226 2-3 bushels to the 
acre. I cad tell the story in a few 
w’ords. I prepared the land and pre­ 
pared' the seed, and resolved to make 
as much corn on one acre as hard 
work and close study would produce. 
My land was not extraordinary land 
in any respect. Eight years ago this 
acre which this year produced 226 2-3 
bushels produced only five bushels. 
Last year it produced only eight bush 
els of w’heat. Of course, when I made 
up my mind to enter for the Wake 
county and State of North Carolina 
corn prizes for this year, I felt that 
I W’as handicapped so far as my land 
was corncerned, and I .had to use 
a great deal of manure and fertilizer. 
But I attributed my success to seed 
selected and seed development more 
than to any one thing. I had only 
one year in w?hich to prepare my 
and 
for 
the contest, but fortun­ 
ately I had been working at seed 
improvement seven years, and I had 
the advantage of an extraordinary 
prolific seed. 
How’ I brought this 
about may interest your readers. 
Seven years ago I decided that 
hard w’ork ought to be supplemented 
with prolific seed, if I w’ould get the 
most of my labors. And so I set 
aside a spot (less than half an acre) 
in which year by year I had bred 
corn to the prolific type. My aim has 
been to produce a handy size of ear 
and four ears to the stalk, and each 
ear wrell filled out. I have produc­ 
ed many stalks having from five to 
ten ears, but I have kept steadily 
to my object of producing four good, 
well shaped and well filled ears to 
the stalk. I planted the acre to this 
seed, selecting the best, and while 
I would have made a good yield with 
ordinary seed, I believe that my six 
years’ work on seed improvement 
accounts for the very great success 


the 
outset—my 
highest 
competitor 
having produced less than 160 bush­ 
els and he had better land, I think, 
than mine to begin with. This is to 
say I think, other things being equal 
my seed added 33 1-3 per cent to the 
yield, if not more.

be obtained, the supreme court to­ 
day denied the application of State 
Examiner and inspector Taylor for 
writ of mandamus against State Bank 
Commissioner Young, to permit him 
to examine affairs of the states bank­ 
ing board and disbursem ent of the 
state guaranty fund. The suit was fil­ 
ed in the Supreme Court by the At­ 
torney General yesterday. ’ 
In the court’s order today, it was 
shown that Commissioner Young had 
tendered 
his 
resignation, 
effective 
May I, and that he w'ould be out of 
office before hearing could be had 
and 
the 
controversy 
determined. 
When Young leaves the office a new 
commissioner takes charge, and any 
order of the court would not ob­ 
tain against the new’ appointee. The 
court’s order states that Taylor will 
be permitted to renew his applica­ 
tion at such time as it may appear 
that the issuance of a writ of man­ 
damus will not necessarily be abated. 
It is understood that procedure will 
be followed. 
The mandamus was the outgrowth 
of several demands made by State 
Examiner and Inspector Taylor upon 
Commissioner Young to allow an in­ 
spection of such m atters as held by 
that office having to do with the re­ 
cent bank closings, and to check dis­ 
bursements of the funds. Refusal was 
made upon the theory that the guar­ 
anty fund was only held by the state 
in trust. 
It is understood that Gov. Haskell 
has appointed as M*.

Guthrie, Ok., April 19.—Hearings 
w’ere held by the corporation Com­ 
mission upon its proposed orders re­ 
voking the excess fare order of one 
year ago, revising the excess bag 
gage rate and requiring that all ex 
ts to passenger trains be kept open 
when stopping at towns in excess of 
3,000 population. 
The excess fare order perm its the 
railroad companies to charge a pen 
alty in excess of the tariff cost of 
tickets when payment is made in 
cash on the train. This order was 
granted while the passenger fare in 
Oklahoma was 2c per mile, but at the 
3c rate it was shown the penalty 
would increase the rate to between 
4c and 5c per mile. 
The railroad companies offered ev­ 
idence of F. B. Griffin and E. F. 
Connelly, Santa Fe passenger con­ 
ductors 
running 
between 
Newton, 
Kan., and Purcell, Ok. Prior to the 
order going into effect cash fare col­ 
lections on train averaged between 
$50 and $75 a trip, but now, even 
with the penalty in force, it is only 
between $5 and $10 showing that 
passengers had been buying tickets 
to save the excess.

off his hands in 1912, 


Jierer Again, Says Taft. 


'He continues to tell his friends 


that one term is enough for him, as 
the people are repudiating his par- 
ty continually and as the tariff bill 
seems to be unpopular and troubles 
are piling up. Several members of 
;ongress and some of his unofficial 
friends said today that he -has- told 
them as much. They revived the old 
story that the ambition of Mr. Taft's 
life has always been centered on the 
supreme court of the United States 
Since he began to form a purpose, 
they say, that purpose was to end 
his career as chief justice of the 
iighest court. 


'Itelleics In Roosevelt. 


It is said the president welcomes 


the suggestion that Theodore Roose- 
velt wants to begin a third term in 
1912. So far as Mr. Taft is con- 
cerned, the report is, he is con- 
vinced that he can not win again, 
nor does he want to try, while he be- 
lieves that Mr. Roosevelt -will be tri- 
umphantly re-elected He has inquir- 
ed about the public attitude upon 
the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill and the 
replies are so discouraging to him 
that he is sure he can not please 
the American public. 


Taft Loses »rve. 


The president is a sensitive man 


and the criticism to which he, like 
every other president, has been sub- 
jected has destroyed his nerve It has 
convinced him, say his friends, that 
he may not be the sort of man to 
undertake his present position.

term was mentioned He has told his 
hearers that three more years will 
about do him.

The recent criticism concerning the 


connection, of Attorney General Geo. 
W. Wickersham and the sugar trust 
have made the president wonder, say 
his friends. He does not understand 
why all his bills do not pass; he can 
not fathom the good purpose of the 
progressive movement in his own par 
ty, and the President himself has re- 
peatedly said that Speaker Cannon 
and Senator Aldrich are his ideals of 
public men. When Aldrich and Hale 
of Maine made known to the presi- 
dent their determination to retire 
he stated that the country was los- 
ing the services -of patriots.
